Since the goods are not available, 
since we must live frugally because of a 
lack of physical means to do anything elsé, 
we can do it either by handing over our pur- 
chasing power to the government as a 
loan; so that we can have it returned and 
spend it after the war; or we can all rush 
out agd spend our money and bid up the 
price of the scarce goods until the price is 
too high for us to pay. Then we would stop 
buying. Either way, the physical result. is 
the same—poverty for us. But by Mr. Iisley’s 
way We may hope to distribute the poverty. 
more fairly than by the inflationary way 
which: hits the poor man hardest and the 
rich man-least, and we may hope to avoid 
the economic chaos, the class warfare, indus- 
trial upheaval and general catastrophe which 
inflation always involves and which — 
probably ruin our war effort. 

Meanwhile we shall all have substantial 
savings by the time the war is over, if it 
lasts long.

Riel was a dreamer who had 
visions of setting up an independ 
ent-republic in Rupert's Land, 
with himself as premier and the 
local archbishop as the pontiff. 

Dr. Howden. said he had re 
ceived his information about Riel 
from Rie!'s relatives and did not 
get it in any history book.
